U.N. Condemns

United Nations Assembly approved 
unanimously tonight a world con­ 
demnation of propaganda t h a t 
might threaten peace. This final ac­ 
tion was taken only after Russia 
declared it was a “half-way" mea­ 
sure that did not name “those coun­ 
tries where war propaganda Is 
particularly widespread.” 
Just a week ago, in a surprise 
move in the Assembly's 67-nation 
Political Committee, Russia with­ 
drew charges that the United States, 
Greece and Turkey*were carrying 
on “criminal war propaganda.** 
The resolution was adopted by 
acclamation without a vote. 
As the Assembly prepared to give 
its final approval, Soviet Deputy 
Foreign Minister Andrei Y. Vish- 
insky jumped up and called for the 
floor. He then delivered what was 
probably the shortest speech he has 
ever made before the United Na­ 
tions. 
He told the Assembly the Soviet 
delegation had voted for the resolu­ 
tion approved by the Political Com­ 
mittee “despite the fact that the 
resolution is a half-way measure 
and an insufficient one since there 
is no reference in it to those coun­ 
tries where war propaganda is par­ 
ticularly widespread.** 
Vishinsky said, however, that the 
adopted resolution contains a para­ 
graph condemning war propaganda 
in any form. 
“The principal purpose of the 
Soviet proposals, as is known, con­ 
sists in condemning propaganda 
for a new war and inciters of a 
new war,** the Soviet chief delegate 
said. "The solution of this important 
problem must be given priority ov­ 
er all other considerations and any 
other part of the resolutions pro­ 
posed on this question." 
Vishinsky stressed that “condem­ 
nation of a new war in any form 
is the key idea of the Soviet pro­ 
posals on measures of combating 
warmongers” and added that the 
approved 
resolution ' “clearly ex­ 
presses condemnation of propagan­ 
da of a new war in any form.**

For Special Session 


BALTIMORE. Nov. 3 (ZP) — The 
legality of allowing the Maryland 
Board of Public Works to reduce 
real estate, income or sales taxes 
was questioned in the Legislative 
Council today, forecasting floor de­ 
bate at the special session of the 
Legislature. 
An administration measure for 
raising the exemption level of the 
sales tax to 14 cents and for mak­ 
ing some changes in tax definitions 
was put on the special session agen­ 
da without much comment. 
A companion measure dealing 
with the Board of Public Works’ tex 
reduction authority precipitated a 
barrage of questions on whether the 
action would be constitutional. 
A special session was called by 
Gov. Lane far Wednesday, primarily 
to extend Baltimore City’s taxing 
powers, but before the council com­ 
pleted its work today a total of 
around 60 bills, local and state-wide 
had been approved for introduction. 
This brought much head-wag­ 
ging from individual members as to 
whether 
the 
session 
could 
be 
brought to a dose this week, or 
whether it would continue until 
some indefinite time next week. 
The Board of Public Works would 
provide that if on June 30, 1048, the 
state general fund surplus exceeded 
a $3,000,000 "safety working margin”, 
the board could at IU discretion re­ 
duce the state real estate tax or the 
income tax, or raise the sales tax 
exemption level which in itself 
would be a reduction in the amount 
called for from taxpayers. 
Attorney General Hall Hammond, 
explaining the administration pro­ 
gram. pointed out at the start that 
the board has in the past been given 
that prerogative with the income 
power to reduce the real estate or 
income taxes, and twice exercised 
tax. 
Minority Leader Kimble (R-Alle­ 
gany), Sen. Hoff (R-Carroll), Sen. 
Bolton (D-Baltimore) and others 
raised the point of whether It is 
constitutional to delegate a legis­ 
lative power and give the board a 
“choice” of what tax it might cut. 
They also asked is any reduction 
were to be made that the legislature 
could stipulate it should be the 
sales tax. 
Hammond replied this could be 
done, but at the same time the was

Boy Termed "Smart 
Aleck" By Mother 


CHICAGO, Nov. 3 (/Pl—Howard 
Lang, 12. a frail, tow-headed young­ 
ster who was termed a “smart 
aleck" by his mother, today signed 
a statement that he killed a seven- 
year-old playmate. 
Coroner A. L Brodie announced 
the youth had scrawled his signature 
on a piece of paper bearing this 
single, simple sentence: "I killed 
Lonnie Fellick on Saturday October 
lith 1947 in Thatcher woods forest 
preserve." 
The coroner said IS hours of 
questioning had brought out these 
additional details: 
Girt. 17. Is Involved 
However, Lonnie and a nine-year- 
old companion went to the woods 
October IS. Lonnie threatened to 
tell Howard’s mother that Howard 
had filched $10 from her purse. 
Howard, angered, stabbed Lonnie 
twice and slashed his throat. Then, 
forcing the other lad to hold the 
victim's feet, he dropped a heavy 
concrete slab on Lonnie’s head. 
The next day, at Howard's request, 
a 17-year-old girl tossed Howard's 
clothing into the woods. A bundle 
of garments and a four-bladed 
pocket knife, found near the scene 
of the slaying, were turned over 
to the police today. 
The nine-year-old boy, Gerald 
Mirhalrk. a second grade pupil, was 
released in his parents* custody after 
he was detained for questioning 
Police said he told of being forced 
to hold Lonnie’s legs during the 
slaying. 
Girt la Detained 
The girl. Anna May Evans, a 
high school sophomore, was detained 
at the Juvenile home without charge 
for further questioning.

Alma 
Lang, 42. related ruefully that her 
son “had become a smart aleck in 
the last two years." She told re­ 
porters her husband had left her 
when Howard was an infant and 
she had worked as a domestic to 
support him. 
"I can’t believe it." she said. “He 
was a good boy until he started 
showing off."

LONDON, Nov. 3 (JV-Stanislaw 
Mikolajczyk reached refuge in Lon­ 
don today after a dramatic flight 
from Poland that included a dash 
through Soviet-occupied Germany. 
He said he fled because the present 
Communist-led Polish government 
planned to kill him and two of his 
associates. 
“I did not want to be shot and 
killed like a sheep,” he said. 
Britain had promised sanctuary 
for the anti-Communist leader, and 
the House of Commons rocked with 
cheers when Foreign Undersecre­ 
tary Christopher Mayhew made the 
brief announcement: “I have been 
informed that Mr. Mikolajczyk ar­ 
rived in this country and was given 
leave to land." 
The leader of the opposition Na­ 
tional Peasant Party arrived in a 
Royal Air Force plane from British- 
occupied Germany. He strode into 
a suburban house outside London, 
kissed the hand of the wife he left 
behind him here more than two 
years ago, and recounted to more 
than 50 newsmen and photographers 
the story of his flight. 
Left Poland October 2$ 
The bald broad-shouldered Polish 
leader who left his country on Oc­ 
tober 20 said he received news the 
day the present Polish Parliament 
opened that immunity would be 
taken 
away 
from 
him, 
Stefan 
Korbowski and Kasimir Bal inski. 
All were Peasant Party members of 
Parliament. 
“I knew also they made plans in 
advance with a military court to 
sentence us to death.” he added. 
Korbowski and Bajlnski were mem­ 
bers of the party that fled with 
Mikolajczyk. 
“After I got the news they were 
going to arrest us I made a de­ 
cision to go away, because, after 
all, they would sentence us to death 
and our people would try to avenge 
us and cause unnecessary blood­ 
shed.** Mikolajczyk said. 
The 46-year-oid former leader of 
the Polish government in exile was 
obviously tired from the ordeal of 
the last 13 days. To one question of 
whether he planned to continue 
political activity he replied: 
“I want to go to sleep.” 
He said he had no immediate 
plans for the future and declined to 
state whether he hoped to form an 
anti-Soviet bloc outside Poland, or 
whether he would go to the United 
States.

E D I T O R I A L 
City And County Moot 
Crisis Over Flood Control 


One of the most progressive steps In years was taken 
for Cumberland yesterday when members of the Allegany 
County Board of Commissioners and the Mayor and City 
Commissioners voted to support a request to the Maryland 
General Assembly, in special session beginning tomorrow, 
for authorization to issue bonds in the amount of $1,700,000 
for flood control for the city. 
Seldom has a matter of so tremendous import on 
the city been brought to such a gratifying conclusion In 
such a short period of time. The rapidity of it all was 
made necessary by the fact that the door to the federal 
appropriation of between $9,000,000 and $10,000,000 which 
only, after all, could make flood protection possible, was 
slowly closing against us. And, probably, it is well that 
such an emergency arose, otherwise we might have gone 
on talking about flood control but doing little, if anything 
about it. 
It would be an omission of a fact if we were to say 
the action taken yesterday by the county and city officials 
was without some urging on the part of public spirited 
citizens, but it Is only fair to say that, in the case of tho 
County Commissioners, they had not been approached on 
the matter until last Friday. When the need for flood 
protection was outlined to them, and the necessity for 
hurried action was cited, they agreed, unhesitatingly, to 
share with the city the cost of this undertaking. They 
will have the wholehearted support of the citizens of the 
county for their decision. 
The division of opinion which existed within the City 
Council rapidly evaporated once the necessity of a speedy 
decision was placed clearly before It. The promptness by 
which they, too. voted approval of the program will be 
cheered by the people of Cumberland. 
The people of Cumberland and Allegany county also 
should feel grateful to the many citizens who spark-plugged 
the campaign which has culminated so satisfactorily. 
The support given it was not confined to businessmen 
within the flood districts, as might have been expected. 
Labor leaders and railroad brotherhoods proved themselves 
prime movers In the undertaking. 
And they did not 
confine their effort to mere lip service. Representatives 
of organized labor appeared before the County Commis­ 
sioners and the Mayor and City Councilmen, and In no 
uncertain way expressed their hope that the two govern­ 
ing bodies would act favorably. They are to be commended 
for their stand. 
Deep appreciation must be expressed for the unselfish 
Interest taken in the flood control issue by the Celanese 
Corporation of America and the Kelly Springfield Tire 
Company. Representatives of those major Industries gave 
their wholehearted support to the move, although neither 
of those plants are in the flood lone, and despite the fact 
they must shoulder a large portion of the increased levy 
necessary to pay for this project, because Celanese pays 
the largest tax in the county and the Kelly the largest 
in the city. 
The action by both governing bodies was rn clear 
demonstration that when a crisis was to be met they knew 
how to meet it. It also proves very convincingly that when 
there is unity of purpose such as was exhibited by labor, 
businessmen and professional men in this instance a city 
or county cannot but progress.

Patton Died Believing His 
Slapping Of GI Justified

NASHVILLE, Term., Nov. 3 (AV— 
For slapping a battle-shocked soldier 
in Sicily, Gen. George S. Patton. Jr., 
apologized — under 
orders — to 
a 
whole army but in his own mind 
there never was any doubt about 
the Justification of this act which 
kicked up a storm back home. 
The impetuous Patton lived down 
that incident of 1943, as he did oth­ 
ers in his stormy career, and went 
on from Sicily to lead his Third 
Army to undeniably brilliant vic­ 
tory in Europe two years later. 
But he did not live down the feel­ 
ing that “battle fatigue” was in 
reality cowardice and he often ex­ 
pressed his contempt for It in off- 
the-cuff conversation during his 
European campaign. 
This feeling, and his account of 
the soldier slapping, are put into 
writing in his book. “War As I 
Knew It." which he wrote in 1945 
after Ute war's end and which was 
published posthumously this week 
by Houghton Mifflin Company. 
“.War Aa I Knew It" is pure Pat­ 


ton in the language as he spoke it 
crisply and colorfully—except that ond

Therefore, why a big community chest drive? But go 
about the city and see for yourself. 
You will find 
many problems which, obviously, only the Chest can 
handle. 
It is became of them that the Chest needs

But who. among Cumberlanders, has not met rising 
costs in the things he has to buy?

Committee On Un-American 
Activities Renders Service 
We have no doubt that there are some good people 
who opposed the investigation of Communism in Holly­ 
wood by the House Committee on Un-American Acti­ 
vities, which was forced to bring its bearings to an 
abrupt close in order to head off a reported demon­ 
stration by Communists 
They object to a man being 
questioned as to whether or not he Is a Communist 
as an invasion of personal rights. 
We don’t consider this argument well founded. 
It certainly is the right of Congress to investigate 
questions of vital importance to the future of the 
United States. 
That Communism is a vital question 
is attested by the Administration proposal to spend 
twenty odd billions of American money to prevent its 
spread in Europe. 
The bitterly defiant attitude of 
the Hollywood screen writers themselves is about the 
most vivid evidence we have seen that it is a real and 
dangerous problem in the United States. 
It is quite true that some Congressional Investi­ 
gations have been loose in operation to the point 
where they have ignored the rights of private citizens. 
Where there Is one man or woman, however, who 
opposed the Hollywood investigation on grounds of 
principal, there are thousands who howl opposition 
because, in the great struggle now confronting the 
world, their first loyalty is not to the United States. 
Many of the smearers shout loudly about Fascism. 
That is merely a Communist effort to get a European 
epithet into American circulation. 
Those who use 
It don’t mean Fascist in any historic sense. 
They 
really mean all defenders of the American system, 
which in turn means all Republicans, and all Demo­ 
crats except a leftist minority. 
The House Committee on Un-American Activities 
and its predecessor the Dies Committee doubtless made 
mistakes. 
But in our opinion they have done a 
tremendous work for America. 
The committee, in 
Its present and earlier form, has made us far more 
aware of the nature of Communism—and of Its 
totalitarian twin, Fascism, for that matter—than we 
would have been without It. 
It has been violently 
and often very unfairly attacked. 
Martin Dies was 
driven out of public life. 
There is a quality of stubborn patriotism in the 
House of Representatives which should be more ap­ 
preciated by Americans than It is. 
It is a quality 
which frequently puts the nation's welfare above 
personal and political gain. 
Hiat is not the way 
politicians are supposed to act—but in our very humble 
opinion it is the way many members of the House 
of Representatives do act most of the time. 


The economists are at it again. 
All of their 
postwar predictions having missed the mark by miles 
they now tentatively predict a “slight recession’* next 
spring! 


Refuses To Commit Party 
To Blank Check Program 
Senator Taft's latest statement about prospects 
for the special session of Congress is not an indica­ 
tion that the Republican majority Intends to oppose 
whatever anti-inflation legislation the President may 
propose. 
What Mr. Taft refuses to do is to commit 
his party In advance to a domestic program about 
which, at the moment, he knows nothing. 
In a word, It is a “wait and see" attitude which 
the Senate leader has adopted In the matter of com­ 
batting high prices. 
Considering the President’s 
rejection, at the last regular session, of the tax- 
reduction and labor reform bills passed overwhelm­ 
ingly by Congress, the Republican majority can scarce­ 
ly be blamed for Ignoring an appeal to sign a blank 
check now and let Mr. Truman fill in the amount. 
Unity Is not a one-way street. 
Insofar as emergency aid to Europe is concerned, 
there Is abundant evidence that the Republicans in 
C egress will go along to a reasonable extent. 
Even 
the nebulous Marshall Plan will probably be passed in 
some form. 
Hie approach to a domestic program, there is 
a Duncan* evidence, will result in a head-on collision 
between the White House and Congress. 
It will be 
settled by a majority of the people’s elected represen­ 
tatives and if Mr. Truman Brants to veto what Congress 
does, that will be his privilege. 
But there have been countless instances in which 
politicians, with an election approaching, thought 
they were playing smart politics, only to discover 
that they outsmarted themselves.

A HUNGRY HEART 
T 


HE heart is rn remarkable ma­ 
chine. It begins to beat months 
before birth and c o n t i n u e s 
thereafter until our dying day. 
Furthermore it does well in the 
face of adversity and even tho In­ 
jured or diseased, may function 
satisfactorily for years and years. 
All organs need nourishment and 
the cardiac structure is no excep­ 
tion. IU food is supplied thru a sys­ 
tem of blood vessels known as the 
“coronary arteries.” The condition 
of these passageways reflects the 
welfare of the heart in the same 
way that a chain is aa strong as 
IU weakest link. 


It is unfortunate that the coro­ 
nary vessels are among the Ant to 
be affected when arterioecrlerosis 
sets in. As the wails become harder 
and thicker, lese nutriment can 
flow thru the channels. The pro­ 
cess is hastened if hypertension, 
obesity, or other chronic disease 
such aa diabetes is present. 
But the damaged pathways can 
still perform for many years before 
symptoms arise. The first noticeable 
abnormality may be pain beneath 
the sternum on exertion. It rarely 
occurs et rest because the pumping 
apparatus is not working hard and 
does not require as much bloody as 
when beating faster thru physical 
activity. Discomfort is most likely 
to appear on walking a few blocks 
particularly uphill or against the 
wind, climbing stairs or following 
a heavy meal. Some are bothered 
only after vigorous exercise. 
The distress is viselike or squees- 
lug and sometimes extends into the 
neck or down the left arm. This 
disorder, called “angina pectoris,1* 
is an early manifestation of coro­ 
nary disease. It la the cry of a 
muscle that is not receiving enough 
blood. By standing still, relief can 
be expected within a few momenU. 
Many sufferers carry amyl nitrate 
or nitroglycerine for such occasions 
because these drugs will dilate the 
vessels, allowing more blood to peas 
thru. 


Without warning, the victim of 
this malady is seised soddenly with 
severe pain in the area of the 
breastbone which, like angina, may 
extend into the neck or down the 
arm. He becomes frightened be­ 
cause of fear of impending death. 
The blood pressure drops, the pulse 
becomes weak, the skin assumes a 
characteristic grayish color, and 
beads of perspiration collect on the 
forehead. 
Rest does not afford relief and 
distress persists until proper man­ 
agement is given. This la an emer­ 
gency and demands oxygen ss well 
as numerous types of medication 
given hypodermically. With good 
care, the majority of cases are 
saved, especially if the smaller 
branches are Involved. Thereafter, 
drugs that dilate the blood chan­ 
nels will be needed to encourage 
the development of new passage­ 
ways. 


A HUSBAND’S COMPLAINT

and the dishpan is used as a pail 
in floor scrubbing.

WASHINGTON. Nov. 3-Thia col­ 
umnist has Just received a letter 
from Robert W. Stratton. 3509 Al- 
meda road. Houston. Texas. It be­ 
gan: “When you receive this let­ 
ter.

Mr. Stratton had carried out his 
threat. 
He had. The Houston papers car­ 
ried a notation that Robert W. 
Stratton was found dead, a .48 re­ 
volver by his side. 
The rest of this unhappy 
story pertains to John Monroe, 
famous as the lobbyist in the 
red house on IL Street. Three 
years ago this column exposed 
Monroe’s lobbying—how he en­ 
tertained tho late Secretary of 
the Navy Frank Knox. Senators 
Brewster of Maine, Aastln of 
Vermont, Chaves of New Mexi­ 
co, together with high-ranking 
Army-Navy officers; also how 
he was a frequent visitor at the 
home of Adm. Ernest King, 
then Commander of The Fleet. 


A Dead Man’s Letter 
But apparently not having read 
carefully these columns and been 
forewarned about 
John 
Monroe, 
Mr. Stratton wrote this tragic let­ 
ter before he committed suicide: 
“Make it your business to investi­ 
gate Mr. John Monroe, your city’* 
lie said. ’’Mr. Monroe was once 
caught in a net there in Washing­ 
ton. and the title of the newspaper 
articles was Th* Little Red House 
On R Street, in 1943. He always told 
me he was too well entrenched 
with President Roosevelt and Sena­ 
tor Bridges, that was why it was 
hushed up so soon. 


-I have known John for some 
lime, tho only the last year did 
I realise that he was crooked. 
Ho has been operating a clear­ 
ing house (brokerage) on sur­ 
plus material and I have been 
doing business with him. He 
quitted me on pipe advising me 
that his organisation was com­ 
posed of men from the State 
Department On my last vhdt to 
Washington, he was serving a 
special dinner In his lavish set­ 
up to a group of foreign repre­ 
sentatives, whom I am sum were 
Russians, because he mentioned 
he had a Mg deal on with thorn 
thru Argentina.

The facts were proved to be true. 
Following this. Mr. Monroe was 
convicted of black marketeering and 
was sentenced to 2 years in Jail. 
However, he appealed, and though 
one year has dragged by he is 
still out on appeal. In the interim 
Monroe has set up another Wash­ 
ington lobbying office. Advice. Inc., 
where, despite a recent expose in 
this column, he still does business.

-war dress uniform 
The order dashed aside a year­ 


long survey by the Army Quarter­ 
master Corps to find a 
co m m o n 
dress uniform for officers and men. 
tentatively decided as a medium 
blue blouse with contrasting light 
blue trousers. 


While H did no! sc rap General 
Eisenhower’n directive that men 
and officers should wear the 
■•mc working uniform, caste- 
conscious brass hats were en­ 
couraged by the Presidential de­ 
cree and felt that the whole 
idea of Identical uniforms may 
die a natural death. They al­ 


ready had managed to postpone 
the promised day from June 39, 
1948 to June 30. 1949. 


The Air Corps can now free It­ 
self from the Eisenhower directive 
simply by adopting a separate uni­ 
form for itself. It is well known 
that such a plan is under consid­ 
eration. Hut the inside story Is that 
a final decision will be held up at 
least a year by lack of funds and 
objections from officers who wish 
to wear out their old clothes.

Too Much Politics Wrapped 
Up In U. S. Economic Report 


By DAVID LAWRENCE 
WASHINGTON. Nov. 3 — Anyone 
who takes the tune to read care­ 
fully the entire 25.000-word report 
made by the Council of Economic 
Advisers to the President must de­ 
rive therefrom at least the im­ 
pression that America ran render 
reasonable 
amounts 
of 
aid 
to 
Europe and still maintain a high- 
level domestic economy. 
There is a lot of logic and com­ 
mon sense 
in the new 
report, 
though, as with all previous reports 
by this particular agency of the 
government, a conscious e f f o r t 
seems to be made to support Tru­ 
man policies and to avoid reference 
to anything which might possibly 
give critics of tile Administration 
any support 
Thus the new document says 
tiler* is little prospect that the 
supply of steel can be increased in 
the 
amounts 
needed 
for 
both 
foreign and domestic purposes and 
‘then adds: 
“Up to the present time, the steel 
Industry has followed a conserva­ 
tive program of expansion. Even lf 
the industry were now to make its 
plans upon the assumption of an 
economy continuing to operate at 
maximum general levels of employ­ 
ment 
and production, additional 
programs for enlargement in capac­ 
ity and supply would be too late 
to affect the situation this year or 
in 1948, and the use of steel for 
that purpose would accentuate the 
shortage. Furthermore, production 
is cramped by shortages of coke, 
scrap, pig Iron and transportation 
facilities. 
With respect to scrap. 
The shortage is so serious that 
sending scrap abroad as requested 
$y the Paris conference is illogical ” 
Facia To Cite Reasons For hhortage 
This is an intelligent appraisal of 
the situation but it fails to men­ 
tion the demands from the socialis­ 
tic school of thought in our midst 
for 10,000.000 tons as the needed 
extra capacity and how readily 
these demands might have been 
met and the whole domestic and 
foreign situation helped if work 
stoppages in America since V-J Day 
had not lost us 18 000.OOO tons of 
possible steel production. It is a 
strange thing that the President’s 
economic advisers would overlook 
and fail to make mention of such 
a significant piece of economic in­ 
formation. 
Tile main thesis of the new report 
is that foreign demand has not 
increased food or industrial prices 
in the United States. The argu­ 
ment is that the foreign demand 
has been a factor but that the 
domestic demand has been a larger 
one. The enlarged domestic demand 
for food, it is pointed out in the 
report, arises out of the higher in­ 
comes of workers and the fact that 
the nation now is eating far more 
than it did in previous years. Tile 
report concedes that domestic prices 
of grsin have been affected in an 
upward sense by international fac­ 
tors such as bed weather and lack 
of farming equipment abroad 
But 
at 
the same time attention 
is 
drawni to the fact that meats and 
dairy products, which are not ex­ 
ported in large amounts*, have risen 
considerably in price due to domes­ 
tic demand 
What the Presidents economist* 
gloss over is the fact that it doesn’t 


take a ch extra demand to send a 
world price souring. 
Hence it is 
unpersuasive to assume that be­ 
cause 
numerically 
the 
domestic 
market absorbed mor* food pro­ 
ducts than usual, hence the domes­ 
tic demand was the principal factor 
iii raising prices. 
One salutary 
thing, of course. Is that the Presi­ 
dent’s advisers didn t lay the blame 
on the removal of price controls, 
as Is so regularly charged by Demo­ 
cratic stump shakers who do not 
seem ever to take into account the 
tremendous excess of demand over 
supply. 
Another Significant Omission 
Another significant omission from 
the report is the impact of lower 
tax 
rates 
or 
federal 
revenues 
through increased business activity. 
Emphasis is laid on the need for 
a continuance of high taxes in­ 
stead. though it is conceded there 
will be a surplus even with the 
passage of the Marshall Plan. 
But the president’s economist*, 
mindful of his political policy in­ 
sist on referring to surplus for “debt 
redemption” w h e r e a s impartial 
economists would have said “either 
tax reduction or debt redemption’’ 
since it is* not the province of these 
government economists to use their 
report for political propaganda pur­ 
poses 
One 
grudging 
concession 
however on taxes is made in the 
report. It says: 
"Nor does the need to maintain 
taxes at a high level exclude im­ 
provements that do not impair the 
anti - inflationary* 
effect 
of high 
taxes, nor the early consideration 
of tax reduction to strengthen con­ 
sumer purchasing power and busi­ 
ness incentives to become effective 
when the inflationary danger has 
passed.** 
This is a hun that the Adminis­ 
tration will not oppose revision of 
the 
administrative 
provisions 
of 
existing tax laws 
Once President 
Truman feels politically secure, he 
will come forth with a program of 
tax reduction too.

Warnings Of '20s Recalled As 


Credit Controls Are Dropped 


By MARX SULLIVAN 


On Saturday President Truman 
gave to the public a report, pre­ 
pared by the official Council of 
Economic Advisers, which spoke of 
’inflation pressures'” aa needing to 
be controlled. 
On the same day there was added 
to the fuel of Inflationary pressures 
an adnount difficult to estimate in 
advance but certain to be large 
after it begins to bum. This ad­ 
dition to Inflationary fuel was in 
the form of the ending of govern­ 
mental 
control 
over 
Installment 
selling. The control, a regulation of 
the Federal Reserve Board, fixed 
the amounts that must be required 
as down pay menu. and limited the 
number of installments. The terms 
differed on different goods. 
On 
automobiles, 
the 
regulation 
was 
one-third down and ti months to 
pay. 
With thu regulation ended, the 
terms of installment selling are free 
lo be fixed by those who practice 
It. Companies that sell goods on 
the 
installment plan, and ones 
which 
finance 
installment busi­ 
nesses, can make tho down pay­ 
ments aa small ai they choose, and 
the time for the installments to bo 
paid as long as they choose. 


It is certain that in the new con­ 
dition. down payments win bo smal­ 
ler. time of payment longer. Same 
groups that carry on or finance in­ 
stallment selling have taken Ste ye 
toward self-imposed limitation. But 
the common and well - Justified 
Judgment Is that th ess self-imposed 
limitations will not last loot, they 
will cease under strate of compe­ 
tition lf In any lino of goods, one 
manufacturer or dealer makes tho 
terms of installment selling easier 
for buyers, competitors will feel 
forced to do the same. 
The danger in this, the addition 
It is to inflationary pressures, is 
recognised by tho Council of Eco­ 
nomic Advisors, os well ie other 
persons thoughtful and expert in 
tho field. The Council recommends 
that the government regulation of 
installment selling be renewed. It 
is certain this will be considered 
at the coming special session of 
Congrats. When President Truman 
called the sealion he said that one 
purpose of It would be a program 
for dealing with inflation. A large 
pan of such a program would bo 
renewal of government control over 
installment selling, as well aa deal­ 
ing with other forma of credit. Ii 
is not merely control of installment 
selling that the Council of 'Eco­ 


nomic Advisers calls for; it e.Jls for 
"aggr—jive use of credit controls’* 
generally. 
Congress will probably be willing. 
Their difficulty will be to cause the 
public to est that enlargement of 
installment selling and buying and 
greater ease of carrying it on. is a 
danger. Many individuals tend to 
think of easy installment buying aa 
an advantage. 
They defend tho 
right of one individual to buy. and 
of another individual to aoli. on 
such terms as the two agree upon. 
They fail to look at the effect of 
the aggregate of millions of such 
transactions. 
Comparatively few sot that th# 
aggregate of easier Installment sell­ 
ing and the aggregate of other 
additions to credit, may be under 
certain conditions a national dan­ 
ger. Those conditions exist today, 
they cry to heaven in warning. 
Without entering into the me­ 
chanics xnd philosophy et credit, 
prh*p* the most esoteric held of 
economies, clear light may be had 
from experience — specifically our 
experience during the 1890's, which 
led to the collapse of 1898 and Urn 
depression following 


The year 1898 was. in the eco­ 
nomic cycle, much Uke the pro—nt 
year. There was Immense butene— 
activity. 
Secretary of Oommorco 
Hoover, in his annual report rn 
January, 1836. recited this. but gave 
a warning. He said that Installment 
selling, then comparatively new. if 
carried too far. would become a 
danger. He added that another us# 
of credit, for ^actuation, waa like­ 
wise a danger. Bush warnings were 
not welcomed In the 1938 year of 
prosperity, and are probably not 
welcome now. 
Excessive use of 
credit during the ten 's became the 
detonating cause of the coUapse cf 
1838. 
Wise old Henry Ford knew. Part 
of his wisdom was that he saw 
credit as the same thing ae debt. 
Me said. June IS. IM: "The thing 
that Is troubling this country most 
lust now is the amount of debt 
piled up bf the credit system and 
Installment plan of buying. . . . I 
believe 
this dsbt situation 
will 
provide the jolt which will bring 
people back to a cash bates.” 
Ford’s prophecy of a "jolt” was 
correct. But the jolt did not Uke 
the form he hoped for. It did ex* 
bring people back to a catel basis. 
Increase of credit went on. and tho 
Jolt came in the fora of collapse 
of 1929.

This pamphlet begins with 
the paragraph:

the dollars needad will be in the 
order of four to six billion. Aa in­ 
ternational settlement of that mag­ 
nitude would, it to believed, permit 
a great revival of world trade. • .** 
But that did not happen. Just the 
opposite happened. 
Benator Orosi* L. Radcliffe of 
Maryland said on a Town Meeting 
of the Air: 
"Private Industry In Orest Brit­ 
ain would In many ways be aided, 
not retarded, by this loan. We 
ought to know, by this time. that a 
policy of Isolationism aith— politi­ 
cal or economic on our part Ii 
neither workable nor endurable *

But we know that Oreat Brit­ 
ain’s* financial position has deter­ 
iorated since we made that loan.

“If loaning Britain, say. four bil­ 
lion dollars will help achieve the 
g o al of a rational free-trade world. 
Is there any reason why we should 
not make the loan? 
“Representative Knutson of Min­ 
nesota opposes aid to Britain (Hi the 
grounds that we would be support­ 
ing a socialistic government which 
is inimical to our free-enterprtse 
system. But this is a false issue. 
There is grave doubt whether the 
Labor government of Iceland can 
be called ’socialistic* . . . 
I find here a very* funny one. On 
August 5. 1945. Joseph C. Grew, 
then Acting Secretary of State, 
wrote Congressman Emanuel Cel­ 
lar: 
"It is desirable to make clear at 
the outset that the British gov­ 
ernment has not approached the 
department concerning a loan. Nor 
have we any present plans for re­ 
questing 
legislation 
to 
authorize 
such a credit." 
Here Is another State Depart­ 
ment item: 
“William L. Clayton. Assistant 
Secretary of Buts tm Economic 
Affairs, who has been the principal 
American negotiator in th* Anglo- 
American financial conference, said 
today that financial aid to Oreat 
Britain could be Justified entirely In 
terms of American self-lnter—t. 
“He said he would not wish to 
Justify it on any other basis such, 
for example, as on the sentimental 
grounds that Britain was our re­ 
cent ally.” 
Walter Lippman. in an attack on 
Bernard Baruch for opposing the 
loan. RTote: 
“Mr. Baruch simply does not 
know what Is going on in th* world 
lf he imagines that he can stop 
European Socialism by threatening 
to withhold American credit. The 
threat 
itself 
will 
only 
provoke 
Europeans to go faster and farther 
towards p l a n n e d self-sufficiency 
within a closed system which Amer­ 
ican businessmen and 
financiers 
cannot interfere with. The with­ 
holding of credit, or offering It on 
conditions which are political and 
Ideological rather than economic 
and business-like, cen only make 
collectivism a certainty. For In a 
state of economic siege or blockade 
within 
confined 
regions 
of

world, there can be little or no free 
and competitive enterprise."

Mimic in the Air 


A musical show is a fairly safe 
bet in radio. It doesn’t attract so 
many people as a good comedy or 
dramatic show but 
it doesn’t, on the 
other hand, chase 
away so many lls* 
teners as a bad 
comedy or dra - 
matic show. You 
gan’t make 
any 
very serious mis­ 
takes with a good 
band playing pop­ 
ular music, though 
I ’m not entirely 
sure you can sell 
any products that 
way either. Right 
now the air is full 
of musical pro­ 
grams, all pumping out nostalgia 
like oil. Its an almost hopeless 
task to say anything very original 
or intelligent about a band playing 
“I Wonder Who’s Kissing Her Now.” 
but just as an abstract problem in 
phonetics, lets try. 
The Coca-Cola Company, which 
presents an excellent musical show 
Sunday 
nights 
featuring 
Ginny 
Simms, and Percy Faith, is also 
sponsoring another and not nearly 
so pleasant musical show called 
“Spotlight 
Revue” 
(CJL8. 
10:30 
p. rn. E S T . Fridays). “Spotlight 
Revue” is aimed. I guess, at a quite 
different audience from their other 
ishow. Kids probably. The talent on 
I this one consists of Spike Jones’s 
i orchestra < he has an orchestra in 
'addition to those washboards and 
I pistols). Dorothy Shay, “the Park 
I Avenue hillbilly,” and a baritone 
named Frankie Lane. 
Due to my age or lack of sophist­ 
ication. I had never heard of Frankie 
I Lane. though Judging from the fuss 
I made over him on that program­ 
m es known as “Mr. Rhythm Him- 
’ self’’-—he must be quite a celebrity. 
Mr. Rhythm Himself is so emphat­ 
ically rhythmic that he resembles in 
many ways a bass drum. 
He pounces on each word of the 
lyrics like a cat on a mouse and 
crunches them beyond recognition. 
It’s a rather barbaric noise but ap­ 
parently it exercises some sort of 
morbid fascination for the young 
and inexperienced. So much for Mr. 
Lane. 
Dorothy Shay Is a different prop­ 
osition. Her songs, now spread far 
and wide by means of the phono­ 
graph. deal with the relationships 
between boys and girls up in the 
hills and in other places. She has 
a great many of these and she 
sings them with a sort of smirking 
innocence in a voice of great re­ 
sonance and almost unlimited pow­ 
er. If you don’t hear them too often,

wonderful.

tempt comedy. She Isn’t ready for 


lit. Neither is Mr. Lane. The comedy 
(dialogue on this show between Mr. 
Jones and Miss Shay

| Rhythm Himself sounds as if it 
[had been cut out of cardboard with 
'dull shears. 
The shenanigans of the Spike 
(Jones outfit are too well known to 
i require much comment. The idea 
of these song parodies, as I see it. 
is to illustrate With some suitable 
i noise the words of the lyrics. When 
I was a child, we used to play a 
game like that with “Down by the 
I Old Mill Stream.” Instead of saying 
“I” you pointed to your eye. The 
other words had some illustrative 
gesture too but I’ve forgotten most 
of them.

The Ministry of Labor Reserves 
plans to open 652 new industrial 
training schools this year.
